Claim 35, lines 20-21 , change "said spring shaft" to -a spring shaft-. 

IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

In the 01 May 2009 amendment to the specification on p. 14, beginning at line 
1 8, Applicant inadvertently left out the remainder of the paragraph which should have 
followed through to p. 15, line 3. Accordingly, please replace that paragraph on p. 14, 
beginning on line 18 as follows: 

The connection means 22 can be located outside of the handle portion 1 (not 
shown), and in this variant (not shown) the motor axle (main axle) 21 is extended (not 
shown) through the aperture 39 of front wall 38 from the handle means 20 (the motor 17 
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is located next to the front wall 38 - not shown). Also, for example, the connecting 
element 23 of the connection means 22 can be located (not shown) into aperture 39, 
and connection of the first telescopic section 4 to the connecting element 23 is provided 
outside of the handle means 20. 

2. The above changes were made to claim 35 to overcome minor 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph matters and clarify the scope of claim 35.
